H5LFLM5  "HAN  IN  SPACE;  MISSION  has  been  delayed  until 
it  TiSSt  the  28th  of'Noviibir.  NASA  made  the  decision 
to  bypass  the  October  28th  launch  date  after  engineers 
discovered  problems  with  the  carbon  insulation  linings 
of  the  exhaust  nozzles  on  the  external  solid  rocket 
booster  engines.  The  linings  are  designed  to  protect 
the  outer  skin  of  the  booster  nozzle  from  burning  away 
under  the  intense  heat  generated  by  the  engine’s 
exhaust.  At  the  end  of  a  shuttle  flight,  at  least  1 
1/2  inches  of  lining  should  remain,  but  inspection  of 
the  rocket  boosters  used  in  the  August  30th  launch  of 
the  STS-8  revealed  less  than  .2  inch  of  lining  left. 
According  to  NASA,  had  the  engines  continued  to  burn 
for  anther  18  seconds,  a  burn  through  might  have 
occurred.  According  to  It,  general  James  Abramson, 
NASA’s  Associate  Administrator,  one  of  the  nozzles  on 
the  Coluabia  (to  be  used  on  the  STS-9)  is  fro®  the  same 
batch  as  those  on  the  Challenger  (which  flew  STS-8). 
Rather  than  chance  a  burn-through,  NASA  will  hold  the 
STS-9  launch  in  an  effort  to  find  out  if  any  problem 
still  exists.  A  sore  ominous  note  was  sounded  by  NASA 
Administrator  James  Beggs  in  Los  Angeles  on  October 
14th.  He  told  the  press  that  “...no  shuttle  will  fly 
until  NASA  scientists  find  out  what’s  wrong  with  the 
nozzles  and  fix  them."  It  is  doubtful  that  the  delay 
will  have  any  effect  on  Dr.  Garriott’s  Ham  radio  plans, 
once  the  Spacelab  is  in  orbit. 

IHE  JEN  YEAR  AMATEUR  LICENSE  is  now  a  reality,  but  you 
must  renew  your  current  ticket  in  order  to  get  one. 
The  Commission  acted  on  October  6th  to  affirm  PR  Docket 
83-337  and  has  extended  the  operator  and  station 
licenses  in  the  Amateur  Service  to  10  years,  while,  at 
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the  5232  tiae,  changing  the  grace  period  .for  renewing 

an  expired  license  fro#  the  current  12  sonths  to  24, 
The  Coasission  said  that  it  would  not  issue  a  blanket 
order  extending  existing  licenses  because  it  felt  that 
this  would  be  confusing  to  both  U.S.  Asateurs  and 
foreign  licensing  authorities  who  have  reciprocal 
agreements  with  the  United  States.  Instead,  the  10 
year  license  will  be  phased  in  as  current  licensees 
apply  for  renewal.  (FCC  Order  33-454-5,  October  6, 
19831 

II  VOLUNTEER  EXAMINATION  PROGRAM  for  Asateur  licenses 
was  officially  Ipprovid’Septisber  22nd  when  the  FCC 
acted  on  Personal  Radio  Docket  83-27.  The  biggest 
surprise  was  the  Cosiission’s  decision  to  establish  13 
regional  Volunteer  Exasination  Coordinators,  rather 
than  selecting  a  single  national  V.E.C.  The  plan  calls 
for  designating  a  V.E.C.  in  each  US  cal!  district  in 
addition  to  1  each  in  Alaska,  the  Pacific  islands  and 
the  Caribbean.  The  decision  to  go  with  regional 
T.E.C.’s  is  widely  inter pr eted  as  a  “wrist  slapping"  of 
the  ARRL,  The  League  aade  an  uUi»atu«,  late  in  the 
consideration  of  Docket  83-27,  to  have  V.E.C.’s  coi- 
pensated  for  their  efforts  or  to  forego  help  froa 
Newington;  aeibers  of  the  Coasission  had  felt  they  had 
been  assured  the  League  would  handle  the  prograa 
gratis.  Ex as  administration  fees  are  specifically  pro¬ 
hibited  by  the  Report  and  Order  in  a  section  reportedly 
written  by  the  FCC’s  legal  staff  and  is  based  upon  the 
enabling  legislation.  The  ARRL  has  been  lobbying  on 
Capitol  Hill  for  a  bill  that  would  legalize  the  collec¬ 
tion  of  fees.  It  was  assumed  that  such  a  bill  had  no 
chance  for  passage  due  to  Senator  Soldwater’s  opposi¬ 
tion  to  it.  However,  the  Senator  seems  to  have  changed 
his  mind. 

THREE-PERSON  WJTEER  EXAMINING  TEAMS  are  still  re¬ 
quired  for  the  adilnistratlon  if"thi‘tists,  and  all  but 
those  for  the  Technician  Class  will  require  that  all  3 
teas  seabers  be  Extra  Class  licensees.  Specifically, 
S3  as  wall  as  20  wp®  code  tests,  as  well  as  Elesents  4A 
(Advanced  and  Extra)  and  48  (Extra)  ®ust  be  adainistsr- 
ed  by  a  tea®  consisting  of  3  Extra  Class  licensees. 
Negotiations  with  groups  wishing  to  becose  regional 
V.E.C.’s  will  be  opened  by  the  FCC  on  Decesber  1st. 
Since  soee  geographic  regions  are  expected  to  respond 
sore  quickly  than  others  (and  thus  have  an  acceptable 
volunteer  examination  organization  in  place  sore 
rapidly  than  others),  so  it  appears  a 1  tost  certain  that 
the  program  will  be  up  and  running  in  some. parts  of  the 
country  long  before  it  will  be  in  others.  The  FCC  has 
indicated  that  is  will  continue  adainistering  Asateur 
examinations  at  its  own  Regional  Field  Bureaus,  but  on 
a  far  acre  reduced  scale  than  is  currently  in  opera¬ 
tion. 

The  Cosaission  has  also  let  it  be  known  that  it  re¬ 
quires  sore  pool  questions  for  Elements  4,  4A  and  48 
and  are  requesting  that  Amateurs  begin  subsitting  such 
saterial  at  this  time.

Action  on  the  No  Code  license  is  not  expected  until 
late  this  year  or  early  1984,  •  according  to  Washington 
sources.

As  part  of  the  supervision  of  the  00’s,  1  will  be 
involved  with  one  of  the  new  frontiers  of  Asateur 
Radio,  The  passage  of  the  GoldwSter-Hirth  Asateur 
Radio  legislation,  which  is  now  known  as  Public  Las 
97-259,  has  added  a  new  facet  to  the  Official  Observer 
prograa,  One  of  the  provisions  of  the  bill  is  the 
authority  of  the  FCC  to  enlist  the  aid  of  volunteers  in 
monitoring  the  Asateur  airwaves  for  violations  of 
rules.  The  ARRL  was  expected  to  consider  approval  of 
the  foraal  agreeaent  between  itself  and  the  FCC  Field 
Operations  Bureau  at  their  October  Board  meeting.  This 
would  be  the  initial  step  toward  iipleientatian  of  the 
Official  Observer/Aaateur  Auxiliary  prograa.  I  re¬ 
cently  received  a  draft  copy  of  the  training  guide  to 
the  Asateur  Auxiliary  to  the  FCC’s  Field  Operations 
Bureau.  Several  interesting  aspects  of  the  prograa 
were  found.  Hatch  for  an  article  in  December  fiST 
detailing  the  Asateur  Auxiliary.

3.  Run  a  test  with  another  net  sesber  to  detersine  what 
your  receiving  readout  should  be  for  the  transeitter 
section  to  be  on  3662  KHz  at  zero  beat.  There  are  soae 
differencii  in  transceivers.  For  exaaple  when  I  had 
the  Swan  Astro  150,  #y  readout  was  3661.2  and  ay  trans- 
si  t'ted  signal  was  a  zero  beat  on  3662,  Kith  ay  present 
IC-740,  when  ay  readout  is  3662,  the  transacted  signal 
is  also  on  3662.  My  readout  in  either  case  would  not 
change  to  the  transmitted  frequency.  Hi th  the  Astro 
150,'  I  had  no  probles  receiving  stations  whose  zero 
beat  signal  was  on  3662  due  to  the  808  Hz  shift  in¬ 
corporated  in  the  158.  Kith  the  IC-740,  I  have  to  eove 
the  receive  RIT  off  froa  its  centered  position  to 
receivi  luch  signals.  Fortunately  the  RIT  on  the.  740 
shifts  the  frequency  1,5  KHz  +  or  -  so  I  can  tune  in 
stations  soaewhat  off  frequency  without  changing  ay 
transsitted  signal.  In  the  old  days,  we  did  not  have 
this  problem  as  we  used  separates  so  the  transsitter 
was  zeroed  on  3662*  and  the  receiver  could  be  tuned  to 
the  off  frequency  station  or  to  the  aost  pleasing  note, 
Uor  whatever  the  net  frequency  happened  to  be.)

CSPjTER  REPORT 
from  ARN3  Bulletin. 

There  is  a  very  excellent  report  on  computers  in  Con¬ 
sider  Reports.

Fro§  this  editor’s  (K0NL)  viewpoint  these  are  the  most 
complete  articles  ever  seen  on  coaputers.  The  second 
part  concerns  peripherals,  particularly  printers.  If 
you  are  at  all  interested  in  purchasing  a  computer,  you 
should  read  these  articles  before  you  plunk  down  any 
money. 


HEB  DATA  ON  JHE  HARBISHE-LlStWIS  EFFECT  fro*  SEARVAKf 

Several  years  ago  we  revealed  in  the  SEARVAKf  Bulletin 
the  discovery  that  radio  waves  were  gradually  slowing 
down.  Found  during  experiments  conducted  by  our  own 
Dr,  El  wood  P.  Lishnus  and  Sr,  Avruell  U,  Harnishe  of 
the  SEARVAKf  Scientific  Studies  Committee,  the 
Hsrnishe-Lishnus  Effect  has  had  a  profound  influence 
upon  the  manufacture  and  design  of  Amateur  radio  equip¬ 
ment  and  other  devices  that  make  use  of  the  radio 
spectrum. 

Originally,  radio  frequency  drifting  was  thought  to  be 
a  minor  problem  within  receivers  and  transmitters 
brought  on  by  unstable  heating  and  cooling  of  fre¬ 
quency-determining  circuits. 

That  theory  was  abandoned,  however,  when  the  slowing  of 
the  radio  saves  forced  the  electronics  industry  to 
change  its  frequency  measurement  system  fros  the 
cydes-per-socond  to  the  Hertz  standard.  New  equipment 
manufactured  under  the  Hertz  standard  did  not  drift, 
whereas  old  gear  made  under  the  cycles-per-second 
standard  continued  to  drift  fros  set  frequencies. 

Observation  of  the  phenomenon  led  to  the  discovery  of 
the  Barnishe-Lishnus  Effect  in  1966.  The  early  ex¬ 
periments,  however,  dealt  only  with  frequencies  below 
10  HHz.  Last  year,  Drs.  Harnishe  and  Lishnus  made  a 
series  of  observations  of  the  slowing  of  radio  waves 
above  10  MHZ  and  found  that  they  vary  at  a  much  dif¬ 
ferent  rate  than  those  below  10  HHz. 

Surprisingly,  they  found  that  the  lower  frequencies  are 
actually  pulling  away  from  the  higher  frequencies, 
leaving  a  gap  kHtfe  middle.  That  gap  just  happens  to 
fall  riqht/fn  the  new  30  meter  Amateur  band  between 
10.109  HHz  and  10,115  HHz. 

The  FCC  won’t  let  us  operate  there  because  there  are  no 
frequencies  to  operate  on!  Any  rig  loaded  up  in  the 
ap  would  see  an  infinite  SNR  and  instant  destruction, 
he  Harnishe-Lishnus  Effect  provided  early  warning  and 
probably  saved  thousands  of  dollars  in  equipment  from 
ruin. 
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iSDTUZSSERS  ON  2  Clarence,  BA9YVC  says  that  he  and 
others  have  heard  signals  using  other  than  Amateur 
identification  on  146.52.  They  apparently  are  origin¬ 
ating  from  non-Asateur  Radio  bow-hunters  in  the  area 
using  Amateur  Radio  equipment  and  frequencies  for  com¬ 
munications  in  the  woods.  Clarence  says  they  are  at¬ 
tempting  to  identify  who  the  people  are  so  that  it  can 
be  reported  to  the  proper  authorities.  It  is  believed 
that  they  have  been  using  the  Amateur  bands  for  tits 
past  couple  of  years. 


COURT  RULING  HANDATES  ROYALTY  PAYHEBTS 
froi'6EARVAKflO[[ETlN“‘ 

In  a  surprise  decision  late  last  month,  Federal  Dis¬ 
trict  Judge  Hickey  Harlan  House  ruled  that  users  of 
special  theories  and  formulae  must  pay  royalties  to 
their  originators  or  to  the  estates  thereof.  The  rul¬ 
ing  applies,  but  was  not  limited  to,  Ohm’s  Opinion, 
Pascal’s  Law,  Bernulli’s  Principle,  The  Harconi  Effect 
and  Einstein’s  Theory  of  Relativity.  This  decision 
coses  on  the  heels  of  a  recent  California  Court  ruling 
making  it  illegal  for  owners  of  hose  videotape  machines 
to  use  them  for  making  hose  videotape  recordings,  A 
new  lawsuit  along  similar  lines  has  teen  filed  in  Judge 
House’s  court  asking  that  owners  of  radio  and  tele¬ 
vision  receivers  be  prevented  from  using  them  to  re¬ 
ceive  radio  and  television  broadcasts  without  the  pay¬ 
ment  of  a  royalty  to  the  originator  of  each  broadcast 
received.  Judge  House  refused  to  talk  to  TV  reporters 
about  the  matter  unless  he  was  paid  a  large  royalty. 
Readers  of  the  SEARVAKf  Bulletin  will  remember  a 
similar  court  ruling  several  years  ago  which  outlawed 
the  Ohm’s  law  and  substituted  Ohs’ s  Opinion  for  use  in 
computing  current,  voltage  and  resistance.
